Former Member of Board. 


Interviewed by telephone from 
his office in New York, Laurance 
Rockefeller said he had bought 
several shares of McDonnell Air- 
craft stock before the war. He was 
a member of the board of direc- 
tors of the company then, by vir- 
ture of his holdings. When he en- 
tered the Nav; as a materiels 
procurement officer, he gave up 
his stock and his position on the 
board. 

He said he watched McDonnell’s 
development during the war*years 
and when he was separated from 
the service, he bought 4000 shares 
of preferred steck in the aircraft 
concean. Later, he said, the pre- 
ferred shares were converted to 
40,000 shares of common. stock, 
and he resumed his position on 
the board. : 

J. S. MeDonnell, president of 
the aircraft company, said there 
are approximately 227,400 shares 
of common stock outstanding of 
an authorized issue of 360,000 
shares. The Rockefeller firm, 
therefore, holds approximately 20 
per cent of the company’s out- 
standing common stock. 

Interested in Ram-Jet. 

Rockefeller said he was par 
ticularly interested in develop- 
ment of a ram-jet helicopter, such 
as the one produced by McDonnell 
and’ flown successfully for the 
first time at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field last October.

WABSBHINUTON, Jan. 1 (aP)— 
Low-rent public housing, but. on 
a large scale with the help of feg- 
eral subsidies, seems on the verge 
of becoming a reality. It is the , 
end of a long fight that started in' ‘ 
early New Deal days. 

Even Senator McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, a foremost opponent of 
public housing, admits that such 
legislation probably will be adopt- 
ed. To Capitol Hill observers the 
only real question now is how 
much public housing there will be. 

Administration advisers advo- 
cate the building of 500,000 dwell- 
ing units in five years, at an aver- 
age rate of 100,000 a year. 

But.a fight for a higher figure 
is likely. At their conventions the 
American Federation of Labor re- 
solved that 1,000,000 units should 
be built in the five-year period, 
and the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations advocated 2,000,000 
The Conference of Mayors has 
asked for 800,000. 

The legislation will consist pri- 
marily of those portions of the 
Taft - Ellender- Wagner bill which 
vere not, enatted in the National 
Housing Act of 1948. 

Slum-Clearance Aid Likely. 

In addition to public housing 
there will be slum clearance; rural 
housing; a broadened program of 
research to find cheaper and bet- 
ter building techniques and mate- 
rials, and a declaration of national 
housing policy. The latter would 
commit the Government to a con- 
tinuing policy of assisting com- 
munities to provide adequate hous- 
ine for low-income families. 

Housing officials and members 
of Congress expect a terrific rush 
of applications for federal assist- 
ance as soon as the bill is passed, 
There dre now 600 local housing 
authorities, most of whom have 
been chafing for more federal hélp 
ever since the United States Hois- 
ing Authority ran out of funds, . 

(This will not be the first time 
the Federal Government has spon- 
sored public housing. It was -be- 
gun under the United States Hous- 
ing Act of 1987, but the scale was 
small compared to this. Only 168,- 
000 dwelling units were built.) . 

The housing will be almost en- 
tirely apartments, mostly two- and 
three-story walk-ups in suburban 
areas. These are cheaper to build 
and maintain. In some cities, how- 
ever, where it is decided to erect 
the buildings downtown, there is. a 
tendenc to build multi-story 
apartmént houses because of. the 
high cost of land. 

Building to Begin Slowly. ’ 

The construction will begin very 
slowly, Officials estimate that no 
more than 30,000 to 35,000 units 
will be started in 1940. 

Even when the 100,000 anifual 
rate is reached, the scale of build- 
SS will be considerably less (Hin 
or the men who e 

n backing the T.-E.-W. 
ure for the last four emg They 
said that from 1,250,000 to 1,500,000 
dwelling units should be built each 
year for 10 to 15 years to make up 
the housing deficit. 

The volume of home construc- 
tion, which has been declining 
since June, won't exceed 
units this year, the Bepartment of — 
Labor estimates. It adds that ext 
year the figure is likely to: be 
875,000 units — exclusive of what- 
ever public housing is erected. 

The total cost of the program to 
the Federal Government, exclusive 
of loans, will be at the most $6,- 
952,500,000, according to Berch- 
mans T. Fitzpatrick, assistant ad- 
ministrator of the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency. The Gov- 
ernment would cammit itself to 
pay that much, but he believes the 
sum paid will be much less. It will 
be scaled down in proportion »ta 
the yield in rents to the local 
authorities. 

The figure represents $500,000,000 
for slum clearance, to be paid oVer 
a five-year period; $6,400,000,000 
for public housing, spread over a 
40-year period, and $62,500,000 for 
rural housing in a 10-year period. 
No estimate is yet available as to 
the cost of the research program. 

How Money Would Be Spent. 

Here is how most of the money 
would be spent: is 

1. Slum clearance: When a com- 
munity wishes to eliminate a 
blighted area, its housing author- 
ity reaches an agreement-with the 
Federal Government. To get a ae 
sistance, it must show that 
quate housing is being _ , 
elsewhere for rsons displaced 
from the area. e loca] authority 
may borrow from the Government 
to finance the bu of land and 
the demolition of buildings. 

It then sells the land, either to 
the city for parks, public buildings 
or housing projects, or to private 
concerns or individuals. The Gov- 
érnment pays two-thirds of what- 
ever is lost in the deal—the differ- 
ence between the buying and séll- 
ing price. The community pays 
the other one-third, gither in cash 
or in service, such as permanént 
site improvements. a 

2. Public housing: The local 
authority and the Government 
reach agreement on the conduct 
of the project. The community 
must show that it is demolishing 
as many slum dwellings as it pro- 
poses to replace with public hous- 
ing. T¢ must agree to set ita rents 
to mest the means of low income 
families and then permit only such 
families to occupy the homes, Jt

Building materials production 
broke all records in 1948 and is 
ex to increase still further 
in 1949, James M. Ashley, presi- 
dent of The Producers’ Council, 
reports. 

“Dealers’ inventories of most 
products have improved substan- 
tially, and production of some 
building materials and equipment 
items has increased to the point 
where output has been cut back,” 
Ashley said. 

“Materials requirements in 1949 
probably will be somewhat smaller 
on the whole than in 1948, because 
the volume of new construction is 
expected to be only slightly higher 

and a decrease is expected in the 
amount of repair and mainte- 
nance work. Consequently, a ma- 
terials supply equal to or some- 
what larger than the quantity 
available in 1948 should be ade- 
quate for all purposes.

“Cement supplies should be suf- 
ficient in the new year, but there 
will be no surplus, and there may 
be local shortages, ownig to the 
geographical location of cement 
plants.

1948. 

“Construction lumber no longer 
is a problem, so far as supply is 
concerned. There still is no sur- 

lus of millwork, but the backlog 
of orders on hand has been de- 
creasing in recent months. 

“Steel pipe probably is the most 
difficult. construction material to 
obtain at the present time. Nail 
production has improved greatly, 
with the result that local short- 
ages are less common and less 
severe than a year ago. Fabri- 
cated structural steel has been 
available in needed quantities, but 
often with a waiting period of 
several months. 


“Gypsum board and lath, roof- | 


ing materials, building board, in- 
sulation board and materials, 
plumbing fixtures, and brick and 
tile should be available as needed 
in the new year. 

“These predictions are based on 
the assumption that there will be 
no prolonged strikes in steel, coal, 
or transportation, and that mili- 
tary preparations will not require 
more basic materials than are 
presently scheduled,” Ashley con- 
cluded.

REIGATE, Surrey, England, 
Jan. 1 (AP)—Sir Malcolm Camp- 
bell, the first man to drive an 
automobile faster than 300.-miles 
an hour, died today. He was 63 
years old. 

Campbell, whose exploits as an 
automobile and motorboat speed 
king won him a knighthood, had 


been in failing health since he 
underwent an eye operation in 
June. The cause of his death 
was not announced. | 

It was in the United States that

he achieved his greatest speed 
record—301.1292 miles an hour on 
the sands of Bonneville salt flats 
in Utah The record has been 
| raised successively since Camp- 
bell, in 1935, climaxed 25 years of 
effort to drive faster than five 
miles a minute. 
Lost Record in 1937. 

Campbell lost the record in 1937, 
when Capt. George E. T. Eyston 
went 312 miles 4n hour at Bon- 
neville in his Thunderbird. In 1947, 
another British driver, John Cobb, 
set the existing record at Bonne- 
ville of nearly 400 miles an hour. 

His world record of 141.74 miles 
an hour in a speed boat, estab- 
lished in 1939 on Lake Coniston, 
England, never has been bettered. 

In World War II he served Brit- 
ain’s commandos as a designer of 
tough, fast, armored fighting ve- 
| hicles. He had headed the army’s 
motorcycle traffic contro] unhit be- 
fore the war. He was a dispatch 
rider and later a Royal 
Corps pilot in World War I. 

Land and water record smash- 
ing were only hobbies with him. 
He also was a writer, financier 
and had numerous other inter- 
ests. 

Known as B.uebird Driver. 

The world knew him best, how- 
ever, as the man who drove the 
Bluebird, the name he gave to his 
racing automobiles and _  speed- 
boats. 

“T will go on until I am too old 
to drive,” he once had said, and 
he did. 

His last speed assault was in 
1947, when he tried for new wa- 
ter records in a jet-powered Blue- 
bird.

Jovial. Millionaire Is Tidelands Grab Spokesman 


Former’ eienabe Sesiaie to 
Profit From State Owner- 
‘ship of Nation’s Off-Shore 
Petroleum Reserves.

O be elected United States Senator 
T from Oklahoma, you don’t have to be a 

multimillionaire oil operator—but it 
helps! The new junior Senator from the 
Sooner State is former Governor Robert 
Samuel Kerr.. He’ succeeds 77-year-old Ed 
Moore. Both men have piled up fortunes 
from petroleum. 

Bob Kerr is so rich he can afford to hire 
an artist to. make a painting of the log 
cabin in which Kerr was born 52 years ago. 
Having been born in a log cabin, Kerr has 
an ambition to occupy the White House some 
day. His intentions toward the White House, 
he says, are remote but honorable. 


Bob Kerr is not ashamed of his wealth; |: 


he does not dodge —— about his hold- 
ings. 

“I reckon,” sce, “ae wate ona & 
allowing for the way the market has been 
acting lately, are worth between five and 
eight million dollars.” 

Just when the interviewer is about to 
express condolences on the wayward 
market, Kerr adds: 


“The Missus and I control 40 per cent ° 


of the stock of the Kerr-McGee company 
which is worth 80 million.” 
_ After a lightning flash of calculatioh, 
the reporter comes up with: 
“But 40 per cent of 30 millions is 12 
“that’s 


million.” 

“Yes,"’ agrees Bob Kerr, right 
—you might ‘put it at 12 million.” : 

Apparently, once you get deep into the 
millions, it becomes boresomely academic 
as to whether you own 8 or 12 millions. 
After all, as the Marines stranded on the 
lonely little Pacific isles during the war 
used to tell themselves: “It’s only money, 
what can you do with it?” ‘ 

In Bob Kerr’s case, while he continues 
to pile up the millions willy-nilly, he is 
now going after something else, something 
called Power. Kerr is about to develop into 
a national figure, and he he knows it, and is sam. 
eager for the testing. . : ! 


Nicknamed teal Bob” 
For Boosting Molasses Sale. 


While’ Governor of Oklahoma, Robert 
Kerr was nicknamed Sorghum Bob in recog- 
nition of his publicity endeavors in behalf 
of sorghum molasses which ranks as one of 
Oklahoma’s major products, after petroleum, 
pecans and politicians. Moving on to Wash- 
ington, Bob Kerr, of course, becomes Sen- 
ator Sorghum. But sorghum is likely, to be 
less and less in the picture, and petroleum 
more and more. 

The electoral battle in Uklahoma between 
oil men Kerr and Moore vas a mere side- 
show, a preliminary warmup to the great 
tidelands oil struggle that is shaping up in 
Washington with the oil interests lobbying 
like mad to influence Congress and public 
opinion. Rumors that the oil interests are 
prepared to spend millions, if necessary 
may be understood in the light of the fact 
that billions are-at stake. 

. Because of his speaking ability and his 
forceful personality (not to mention his 
experience and investments), Bob Kerr 
seems likely to become chief public 
spokesman for the tideland oil interests 
which. are fighting tenaciously for the bil- 


lions of black gold buried in the sands of 
our mérginal seas on the continental shelf 
that lies off our coasts from California to 
Washington State, from Florida to Maine, 
and from Texas to Florida in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

‘The issue at stake is whether the treasure- 
laten tidelands may be leased by the individ- 
ual states, as landlord and owner, to the 
various oil companies for private exploitation, 
or whether the tidelands belong to the fed- 
eral government and ghould be reserved in 
the public interest. President Truman and 
his national defense advisors have stressed 
the necessity of maintaining offshore re- 
serves to compensate for the inland oil de- 

pleted in ‘the last war. The oil companies, 

on the other hand, are anxious to get their 
drills on the tideland oil, and Louisana, 
Texas, California, etc., are anxious to get 
their hands on the dollar royalties. 

In a case involving California tidelands, 
the Supreme Court ruled that-the tidédlands 
and their oil belong not to the state and the 
oil companies, but to the federal government 
and the public at large. Having lost in 
court, the. oil lobby is continuing its fight 
in Congress in the hope of changing the law 
on the subject. 


Tidelands Oil Holdings 
Are Out Beyond New Orleans. 


Bob Kerr makes no secret of his deep fi- 
nancial interest in Louisiana tidelands oil, 
end is not completely coy about his prefer- 
ence for Gov. Earl Long as a landlord rather 
than Uncle Sam. 

The Kerr petroleum outfit is a bold ex- 
plorer and spender. It spent millions seek- 
ing oil in Mobile Bay and the Mississippi 
Sound without any payoff. Then it moved 
into its present position out beyond New 
Orleans and hit pay sand. Since drilling one 
well in the Gulf costs up to one million dol- 
lars, the Kerr company has taken in larger 
companies as partners. 

“Our company and associates discovered 
the first commercial production in the 
waters of the Gulf,” Kerr told this corre- 
spondent. ‘“‘We are drilling and producing 
right now 10 miles out from the mouth of 


the Atchafalaya River.”

Atomic Poisoning, 


Bomb Blast Effect 
Told in New Book 


Dr. David Bradley, Physician Observer at Bikini Tests, Says 


Damage Was Much More 


Severe Than First Reports 


Indicated — Showed That Radioactivity Could Devastate 
Land, its Wealth and its People for Centuries.

The young physician, a radiological safety 
man at Operation Crossroads, in his much- 
discussed new book, “No Place to Hide,” 
published by Little, Brown & Co., tells not 
only of the immediate destructiveness of 
the bomb, but describes in detail how ships 
and islands remain poisoned aad unfit for. 
use long after the atomic explosion. 

“Survival of the race is at stake in the 
indiscriminate use of atomic energy. for 
political coercion,”” he writes. 

But there is little agreement among civil- 
ians and even among military men on how 
the bomb should be used in formulating our 
foreign and defense policies. Little official 
information has been releaséd even now, 
two and a half years after the tests at 
Bikini, that would help the public in making 
up its mind on our atomic policy. 

After watching the explosions of the 
bombs above the target fleet and below the 
water at Bikini, Dr. Bradley reaches four 
principal conclusions: 

1. There is no real defense againet 
atomic weapons. 

2. There are no satisfactory methods of 
decontamination. 

3. There are no satisfactory medical 
or sanitary safeguards for the people of 
“atomized”’ areas. 

4. The devastating influence of the 
bomb and its unborn relatives may affect 
the land, its wealth and its people for 
centuries, through the persistence of 
radioactivity. ; 

Less impressed by the bomb is Prof. P. 
M. S. Blackett, British physicist and 1948 
Nobel prize winner. In. his new book, “‘Mili- 
tary and Political Consequences of Atomic 
Energy,” he advances the thesis that atom 
bombs cannot achieve a quick, cheap mili- 
tary knockout in a war between Russia 
and the United States. 


Role of the Infantry

d Bradley has added new evidence of the

Russia, of course, has the edge on posses- 
sion of land armies, just as the United 
States has the edge on the bomb. Much of 
the current arms race between the two na- 
tions may be seen as a struggle on the part 
of Russia to achieve the atomic bomb be- 
fore the United States—by supporting a 
united. European defense plan—achieves, in 
effect, a land army “in being” on the Euro- 
pean continent, to match Russia’s forces. 


Ships Surviving at Bikini 
Poisoned With Radioactivity. 


Dr. Bradley, although not entering the 
argument as to the place of land armies in 
future wars, piles evidence on evidence as 
to the power of the atomic bomb itself. In 
the 1946 tests at. Bikini, comparatively few 
ships and landing craft assembled in the 
lagoon were sunk immediately. First re- 
action of the general public and even of 
some participants was that the bomb was 
slightly overrated. Then more ships sank 
and others were found to be so poisonous 
from radioactivity that they could not be 
boarded. That revised first impressions. 


Now, Dr. Bradley points out, for all 
practical purposes almost all the remain. 
ing ships in the target fleet are dead— 
useless and dangerous for an indefinite . 
period of years. And the islands that 
were drenched with rain and mist from 
the radio-active cloud formed by the 
underwater bomb burst in the second test 
—are uninhabitable for at least a genera- 
tion. Fish in the water, as well as animals * 
on the ships were poisoned or killed by . 

Dr. Bradley believes the nation as a whole 
has failed to grasp the sociological im- 
plications of the Bikini tests. ‘Evidently,’ 
he writes, “the bomb has failed to impress 
more than a few congenital pessimists with 
the full scope of its lethal potential. 


“This error in publicity—an error of 
omission—might be justifiable on the basis: 
of strict military secrecy. In the long run; 
however, the one thing more dangerous than 
informed governments abroad will be an 


on: New York or St. Louis, just as the bombs 
dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki, can 
knock out those cities for a period of years, 
and kill hundreds of thousands of civilians 
in the process. 

But crippling key -cities first requires 
getting the bomb over the target, and that 
still means long-range bombers, operating 
from bases and escorted by long-range fight- 
ers. Those bases require infantry to seize 
them, the Navy to supply them and engineers 
and quartermasters to develop them. And 
even then, after the bases are developed 
and the bombs flown from the bases and 
dropped on the enemy cities, it will still be 
necessary, most observers believe, for the 
infantry to go in and take the areas. Knock. 
ing out one city won't be enough. In a 
country as large as Soviet Russia or the

Dr. Bradley related that when he and his 
associates returned to the United States, 
they were “surprised at first to find se 
little interest in the Bikini tests.” He con¢ 
tinued: “But we really had no right to be; 
Atomic energy was an uncomfortable ow 
ject. 

“Things like John Hersey’s ‘Hiroshima* 
were rough. How much more pleasant to 
consider the coming miracles of healing, 
the prolongation of life, the days of sunny 
leisure which people were everywhere 
promising. People were having troubles’ 
enough anyway. Why let in the bogey man 
to the sweet dreams of atomic energy for 
peacetime purposes?”

Now that the New Year’s toasts have beeh proposed, 
the paper fool’s caps torn, and the penny whistles broken, 
it is well to have one last look at the year just ended. 
Such a look may dispel a little of the gloom which seemed 
to overhang 1948. And it may offer that hope and confi- 
dence without which it hardly will be sacar to write 
a better record in 1949. " 


The cold war between-the United States and the Soviet 
Union cast a dark shadow over all the days of 1948. Infla- 
tion was rampant. And there was the fear that the only 


alternative to it might be a world-wide depression. These 


facts are rot to be denied. Yet it is also true that 1948 
saw a sharpening of the major issues; and that often is 
the first step to a solution. 

American politics certainly offered an example of this 
possibility. The year began with a Democrat in the White 
House and Republicans in command of the Congress. As 
the months went. on, even the bipartisan foreign policy 
was strained. There was less and less common ‘gro 
on which a Taft and a Truman could meet. The Republi- 
can Congress had mace a record, and the President 
harped on the differences between himself and the men on 
Capitol Hill. He talked about housing, inflation and civil 
rights. Then in November, came the decision. It cleared 
the atmosphere. It broke the impasse.

Russia and the United Nations 


The continuing impasse which the world most de- 
voutly hopes will be broken is that between the East and 
the West, essentially between the United States and Rus- 
sia. Soviet stubbornness stiffened throughout the year. 
With the exception of a few cases such as that of Pales- 
tine, the Soviet vote in the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil and in its Assembly was cast contrary to the expressed 
desire of the rest of the world. 

Undoubtedly, the UN was kept from being the effec- 
tive medium of international co-operation which it was 
supposed to be. But this has not been a dead loss. All 
eyes were fully opened to Russian intentions. No longer 
was there any inclination to give the Russians the benefit 
of the doubt. In 1948 the UN delegations—other than 
those of the Red satellite belt—did not accept a single 
Russian proposal of any kind. It is just barely possible 
that this may drive home to the men in :the Kremlin 
the loneliness of their position, the bald fact that 
they have no friends at all left among the free nations 
of the world. Serious contemplation of that thought 
could have far-reaching effects. 

It would be naive perhaps to expect such effects too 
soon. The Communist master-minds seem to believe 
that they need no friends, or that they can make them 
by force. In 1948, they continued their political penetra- 
tions. On Feb. 25, they seized control of the Czechoslo- 
vak Government. They made martyrs of Benes and the 
younger Masaryk. .They whipped their followers into 
line by the tried. methods of the police state. 3 


Red Reverses in Italy, France 


But the Russian political offensive also suffered severe 
reverses in 1948. On April 18, the voters of Italy con- 
firmed the middle-of-the-road De Gasperi Government in 


office after a most unusual campaign—a campaign in 


which the United States and the Roman Catholic Church 
overtly participated. The Communists tried even harder 
in France. Still, the middle-of-the-road coalition, even 
though it was headed by three premiers in this one year, 
managed to stand firm. Today the threat of a reaction- 
ary DeGaulle is stronger in France than that of the . 
strike-fomenting Communists. 

There was even a crack—by no means a break—in the 
solid front of the satellites. Tito of Yugoslavia put 
nationalism ahead of abject subservience to the Kremlin. 
On June 28, the Cominform began a bitter attack on 
him for deviation from the orthodox Russian line, but 


- he is still an unreconstructed rebel. 


On the whole, Communism has been more successful — 
in Asia than in Europe. But that success is still hard 
to measure. It rests primarily on the victories of Gen. 


‘Mao whom some are acclaiming as the man of the year. 
Late in October, his armies captured Mukden and then 


broke out of Manchuria to over-run virtually all of North 
China. The days of Chiang Kai-shek seem numbered 
despite his wife’s melodramatic quest of American aid. 
The question in China is whether the recent events 
should be set down as Communist successes or Koumin- 
tang failures. Obviously, Chiang is paying for the corrup- 
tion and the oppression which he tolerated. Also, Mao 
has had to re-shape the Kremlin line to the Chinese 
farmer’s taste, and it may be doubted whether Stalin can 


. make China as much.a ‘pawn as, say, Bulgaria. , 


, Dutch Havoc in Indonesia 
Even so, Mao’s victories are no boon to us. Much of 


Asia is bitterly hungry and desperately eager for a better 


order. The British Labor Government met this chal- 
‘Jenge with statesmanship in India. Therefore it has the 
‘satisfaction of seeing a fairly stable nation under a man 
of Nehru’s vision still a member of the British common- 
Wealth. 

: In Indonesia, however, the Dutch have met essentially 


“the same challenge with incredible stupidity. Instead of 


giving Van Mook, the Indonesian Republican leaders and 
the UN Good Offices Commission the-time to work out 
a decent cmpromise, The Netherlands ordered 2 resump- 
tion of warfare.

the management of Germany, the Western Powers finally 
decided to sanction a Western German Government. A 
constitutional convention is now in session in Bonn.. Even 
before it was convened, the Western German mark was 
revalued. 

This raised an pdemetnibe barrier against the Red Zone, 
and the Russian reaction to this was quick and extreme. 
In July, the siege of Berlin began. It was an ultimatum 
to the French, the British and the Americans to back 
down or to get out. The Westerners refused to get. 


To Berlin By Air Lift 


The 100-mile railway and road corridor to Berlin, 


situated deep in the Russian zone, was blocked. .But the . 


Allies took to the air. They began supplying about 
2,500,000 Berliners with food, fuel and other necessities 
by plane. The performance has turned Tempelhof and 


the.smailer airports in the British and French sectors. 
into scenes of unprecedented activity. Huge transport - 


planes .are brought in not much more than five minutes 


.apart—and around the clock. 


It.is the marvel of the year that the air lift should 
have been continued through the almost constant fogs 
of the North German winter. Soviet consternation may 
well be imagined. Here is a display of resourcefulness 
which must chill any member of the Politburo who ever 
toyed with the thought of an early test of strength be- 
tween Russia and the West. It is a manifestation of the 
extent to which the West has turned its back on all 
thought of appeasing the Soviet Union. 

Most of all, it shows concern for human beings. The 
United States—and the British and French, too—have 
on occasion been criticized for-a seeming indifference to 
the fate of people in nations over-run by the Russians. 
Be that as it may, in Berlin the Westerners had assumed 
direct responsibility, and they are a up to it 
brilliantly. 

The year’s best example of such responsibility, of 
course, is the Marshall plan. Through it, the United States 
is making .a payment on its European heritage of political, 
scientific and cultural ideas—its civilization. It is also 
investing in its own future economic stability. 

Congress first sought to hold the Marshall plan down 
to a relief program, but wiser minds—notably that of 
Senator Vandenbérg—prevailed, and on April 2, a'$5,300,- 
000,000. recovery program was authorized. Its object is 
not merely a handout to the hungry; but generous partici- 
pation in an international effort to recreate a self-sup- 


porting Europe. 


Europe on the Road Back 


Thanks to the continent's first bumper crops since the 
war, the program seems on the way to success. At the 
outset, 70 per cent of all Marshall plan shipments from 
the United States were agricultural products. By Novem- 
res these were down to 33 per cent, and 67 per cent 

of all shipments consisted of industria] materials for 
rebuilding European plants. Already British and French 
production figures are higher than they were in 1939, and 
the Italian figure is,almost up to that mark. 

This is a tribute to the competence of such men as 
Britain’s Cripps and France’s Schuman, and even more 
to the austerities which Europeans endure with determi- 
nation, if not with cheerfulness. All this, however, has 
not brought recovery as yet. Even before the war, most 
European countries imported more than they sent abroad. 
The difference was made up by income from foreign in- 


‘vestments, the shipping and tourist trades, insurance 


services and other intangibles. This income is gone, and the 
question is whether new markets may be found—especially 
now that the Russians are trying to seal off so many— 
to offset the loss. 

One favorable development is that all the Marshall 


_ plan participants are committed to helping each other. 


Thus, there has been an attack on tariff barriers and the 
like. Perhaps it has not been pressed hard enough so 
far, but mere recognition of the necessity for transcend- 
ing ‘boundaries must be reckoned a gain. This idea al- 
ready has been pushed beyond the economic realm. In 


the military field, Marshal Montgomery has been named. 


a commander of a joint European army. Surely, these 
are the first steps toward the realization of the dream of 
a united Europe. 


The pero Night of Nov. 2 


The policy of “aid to Europe was bolstered by the re- 
election of Harry Truman and the selection of a new 
Congress. Gov. Dewey had pledged himself to carry on, 
but the fact remains that most of the dissidents were in 
his party. His defeat, however, was the surprise of the 
year. Thete was no drama in 1948 quite like that which 
was presented by the radio on the night of Navember 2. 

Among the names in that night’s victory litany were 
Humphrey of Minnesota, Kefauver of Tennessee, Douglas 
and Stevenson of Illinois, Johnson of Texas and Ander- 
son of New Mexico. Part of the drama was the 
defeat of the Green machine in Illinois. Its graft and 
corruption exposed by the Post-Dispatch, this steam- 
roller turned out to have gears of clay. 

The pollsters, the commentators and the political writ- 
ters ate their crow and decided té let bygones be bygones. 


But one explanation at least bears repeating. .It was 
advanced by Elliot E. Cohen, editor of Commentary. He ~ 


argued that both Dewey and Wallace fell into the error 
of addressing themselves to a non-existent “common 


‘man,” a synthetic common-denominator creature who 
‘can be manipulated by publicists and whose welfare must 
‘Be planned from on high by those who know what is best . 


for him. Such a near-robot was not supposed to be able 


or to want to«wrestle intelligently and seriously. with his - 


problems. Sadly, a great many Americans accepted this 


view, and then were surprised when their fellow citisens :

A radio show or a movie was sup- 
posed to be good because it featured Jack Benny or 
Betty Grable. Lest the audience doubt this, the stars 
were given higher and higher salaries. 


_ - But at the year’s end, Hollywood and Radio City were 
beginning to be a little doubtful about the efficacy of 


their formula.’ Television, of, course, made them think — 
about the future. But they were also conscious of the 
fact that many Americans were staying away from: the 
movies and turning off radio’s give-away programs. So 
a little thought is now being given to the possibility that 
entertainment, after all, may be an art rather than : an 
industry. 

The 1948 book trade was not much happier. There was 
a flood of war memoirs, most of them hastily-done: Few 
of ‘them had the genuine stature of Churchill’s, Eisen- 


‘hower’s, and Robert Sherwood’s discriminating version — 
- of the Roosevelt-Hopkins story. The great World War II 


novel did not appear. There were honest attempts at 
writing it, notably “The. Naked and the Dead.” Yet, es- 
sentially, there was more journalism in them than story- 
telling. They reported personal aspects of the conflict 
which the war correspondents did not touch, but , they 
did not achieve the symbolic synthesis of a great novel. 
The chief stock in the bookstores continued to be double- 
breasted historical extravaganzas. The idea here, too, 
seems to be that the customers were ygkels. 


Thomas Committee and Supreme Court 


Such disrespect for individual intelligence can lead to 
disrespect for human rights. Under J. Parnell Thomas, 
this‘ was shown by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, The Whittaker Chambers’ accusations, exploited 
as they were, did reveal the theft of State Department 
documents. But what excuse under high heaven ‘was 
there for Representative Mundt’s statement involving 
Laurence Duggan? One hesitates to blame the com- 
mittee for his death, but what. of the case of Harry White 
who suffered a fatal heart attack after merciless ques- 


‘tioning? The methods of this committee could have been 


closer to the spirit of the Constitution. 

As it should have, the Supreme Court showed greater 
solicitude for civil rights. Its record for the year was” 
not perfect, but in the DiRe case, decided on Jan. 5, it 
displayed a new disposition to condemn unwarranted 
search and seizure. In the case of the University of Okla- 
homa and the St. Louis restrictive covenant case, the 


Court struck strong blows against racial discrimination. 


It also reprimanded the Illinois courts for being so care- 
less of the constitutional rights of accused persons. And 


‘in the Vashti McCollum case, the justices reasserted the — 


old American doctrine of separation of church and. state 
—one of the strongest bulwarks of freedom of belief and 
opinion. 

These decisions were particularly reassuring in a year 
which saw the trustees of the University of Wyoming 
order a purge: of text-books which recalled the Hitler- 
Goebbels approach to learning. Equally disturbing was 
the New York school board’s*banning of The Nation. 


Israel, a Nation Is Born 


Such a lack of respect for the democratie decencies 
was the’ exception in the United States, but in South 
Africa it became the rule. There Dr. Malan’s Nationalist 
party, having defeated Gen. Smuts, set out to.enforce its 
extreme ideas of segregation and discrimination. The 
atmosphere became so charged with fanaticism that 


. hundreds of British settlers are trekking northward into

The last Nationalist 
outpost was about one mile out- 
eide the “Virtuous Victory Gate” 
in the north part of the city wall. 
‘Beyond that was a complete vacu- 
um and a placid no-man’s-land for 
five miles. Farmers were going 
 @bout their business along the 
@usty paths winding through the 
brown, bare countryside. 

The silhouettes of a Communist- 
held jade pagoda and Nationalist- 
held gate towers were both visi- 
ble, but there were no active 
troops; only a few miserable 
wounded and disarmed Nationalist 
soldiers allowed by the Reds to 
stragglie back toward the city. 

One mile from Yenching Uni- 
versity, which is seven miles from 
the city, I met the first Red 
patrol, one silent man leading a 
horse and carrying an automatic. 
He did not even bother to stop 
me. From then on I was in Com- 
munist “liberated territory.” 

The Communist forces occupy- 
ing the northern suburbs are not 
large. One reason is that the area 
is a food-deficit region which ordi- 
narily obtains some of its food 
from. other areas by way of 
Peiping. Communist troops con- 
centrate where food supplies are 
better. Another reason is that the! 
Communists and Nationalists have | 
both been respectfully careful of 
historical and cult@ral sites such 
as that of the Summer Palace and |

sities which are in this area.

the postwar difficulties of the 
other American republics, has 
undermined popular faith in our 
dependability. It hag fostered the 
growth of ideological blocs in 
Latin America whose rivalries 
jeopardize the maintenance of 
even a semblance of New World 
unity. 

How Pressure Backfires. 

Public opinion here too often 
confuses the cause with the effect, 
A typical instance is to be found 
in an editorial in the New York 
Times of Dec. 16. Remarking on 
the growing number of miljtary 
dictatorships, the editorial asked, 
“Are not the, people of an Ameri- 
can state entitled to expect from 
democratic neighbors some protec- 
tion against such arbitrary seiz- | 
ures of power?” 

Three years ago the New York 
Times was a leading advocate of 
the policy of official interference 
in Argentina which stimulated 
ultra-nationalism and aroused 
anti-United States sentiment in 
that republic, and to which Gen. 
Peron owed his majority in the 
presidential elections. 

The present trend toward mili- 
tary dictatorship in the Americas 
is in no small part due to the 
precedent created by the success 
of the military in winning popular 
support in Argentina as an out- 


against United States pressure. 
Warning on More Intervention. 
Although our interventionist 
policies have proved disastrous, |

What are the facts? 

The Estrada Doctrine was con- 
ceived as a safeguard against our 
own practice in former years of 
withholding recognition from a de 
fagto government as a leverage to 
secure political or economic con- 
cessions. The doctrine eliminates 
the opportunity for the exercise of 
such pressure by providing for a 
continuity of relations even if a 
new government comes to power 
through force. But it also en- 
visages the severance of diplo- 
matic relations should the other 
American vernments, individ- 


ually or collectively, decide that | 
the policies of that government 


endanger the welfare of the new 
hemisphere. 

Non-Recognition and Hostility. 

From the time when President 
Wilson sought to promote democ- 
racy in Latin America through 
non-recognition of revolutionary 
governments, our interference in 
the political concerns of other 
American peoples has invariably 
bred inter-American dissension 
and hostility against us, and has 
weakened, rather than strength- 
ened, the national forces that 
make for democracy. 

It is not surprising that a re- 
sponsible Latin-American news- 
paper should already have assert- 
ed that The New York Times is 
demanding that the United States 
should “frankly dictate the kind 
of governments Latin America 
should have, with Washington tak- 
ing charge of the classification of 
those that are good and of those 
that are bad governments.” 

The New Yor!: Times concluded 
with the dictum, “If we believe 
democracy is good for us, then we 
must believe that it would be 
good for others, too.” 

U.8. Policy Censured. 


It is precisely this asumption of 
national omniscience in deciding 
what is best for other peoples 
which has led in the past to such 
tragic anomalies as the occupation 
of the Dominican Republic by 
United States Marines, the death 
at our hands of Dominican pa- 
triots, the replacement of a Do- 
minican government composed of 
United States naval officers, and 
the loss by the Dominican people 
of all individual liberty. 


What warrant have we for as- 
suming that a form of democracy 
which has been gradually evolved 
to meet the needs of the English- 
speaking peoples must therefore 
be equally responsive to the needs 
of peoples of a wholly different 
origin, tradition and culture? 

If we now seek to restrict the 
right of the Latin American peo- 
ples to support or to overthrow 
their own governments we Will 
destroy the regiona] system of the 
New World. : 

The American republics should 
certainly agree on effective meas- 
ures to safeguard the essential 
human freedoms throughout the 
hemisphere.

government. 

Neither democracy nor inter-

New Dominions 
Shaping Up In 
British Africa

RITAIN’S empire builders see 

a new dominion shaping up in 

the wilds of central Africa. 
The first step in setting up a new 
self-governing state as large as 
the Union of South Africa is ex- 
pected early this year. That step 
is the federation of Southern 
Rhodesia, Northern Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland, 

Southern Rhodesia is already a 
self-governing colony, with virtual 
“dominion” status, like Canada 
and Australia. Northern Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland are protectorates, 
ruled by the British Colonial Of- 
fice. More than 5,000,000 Africans 
and about 105,000 white settlers 
live in the 470,000-square-mile area 
of the three largely undeveloped 
territories. 

The federation, whose proposed 
powers still are to be determined, 
is planned to spur agricultural 
and industrial development by 
cutting trade barriers and elimi- 
nating “red tape” in inter-terri- 
tory dealings. In time, the fed- 
eration is expected to bloom into 
a full-fledged dominion, possibly 
linked to the East African col- 
onieg, of Kenya, Tanganyika and 


Dutch Played the Communist Game

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In Southeast Asia, as in South- 
east Europe, the hardest dike 
against Communist dictatorship 
has not been Dutch arms, but the

Elsewhere than in Indonesia, 
the Reds have destroyed the lib- 
eral parties by splitting them from 
inside. Coalition cabinets have 
been eaten alive by Communists 
getting ‘control of the ministries 
of army, interior and justice, 
then using soldiers, police and law 


‘to purge the democratic moderates 


as “traitors.” 

In Indonesia, the Communists 
tried and failed; but now what 
Red terrorism failed to do, ‘the 
Dutch have done. 

The Dutch have wiped out the 
entire span of Indonesian parties 
and parliament, thereby relieving 
the Communists of their most 
awkward maneuver. 

From Moscow’s angle, it is bet- 
ier that the Dutch be in power 
as “Fascist imperialists” fighting 
the “heroic Communists,” than 
that a native government be win- 
ning honors without Communist 
aid. Native governments like In- 
donesia’s — with Communists ex- 
cluded and trying hard to stab 
the national belly from wunder- 
neath—are anathema to the So- 
viets. 

Republic Beat the Reds. 

Yet the republic, while sur- 
rounded by Dutch armies and 
blockaded by the Dutch navy, beat 
the Soviet strategists at their own 
game last September. 

Acting on orders of a Comintern 
conference in Calcutta, Musso Su- 
parto, top Indonesian Communist 
with 22 years of Moscow training 
behind him, loosed a rebellion on 
the hard-beset little cabinet in 
Jogjakarta. 

The republic stamped its bare 
foot on the revolt. Musso was 
killed on Dec. 8, the leading agi- 
tator-organizers, Sardjono and Ali- 
min, were arrested by republican 
police. The veteran Communist, 
Tan Malakka, was already locked 
in a republican prison for an at- 
tempt last year to wreck the 
republic by kidnaping the liberal, 
highly-educated former Premier 
Soetan Sjahrir. 

Though many under-informed 
American observérs have scram- 
bled the Indonesian Government 
in the same pot with its Commu- 
nist enemies, the republic has 
actually been engaged in a suc- 
cessful attempt to throw off the 
Moscow virus and remain free, 
but the Communists, even in 
failure, showed the Dutch the way 
to smash the republic. 

The Dutch, for different mo- 
tives, have carried out by assault 


Uganda. 
Britain Pouring in Funds. 

Almost forgotten by most Brit- 
ons since British rule was estab- 
lished in the 1880s, Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland have assumed new im- 
portance to the empire. Britain 
plans to pour millions of pounds 
into African development now 
that it has lost Burma, faces un- 
rest in Malaya and has given 
India its independence. It is 
coming more and more to rely on 
its potentially rich African pos- 
sessions as a source of raw ma- 
terials and a market for goods. 

New military bases are being 
built, partioularly in East Africa. 
British troops have left Egypt and 
Palestine, but Britain still holds 
the Suez Canal. Bases in East 
Africa are being built to replace 
those in India and Burma to con- 
trol the Indian Ocean. 

The two Rhodesias — named 
after the famed British empire 
builder, Cecil Rhodes — stretch 
north from the Union of South 
Africa to within 600 miles of the 
equator, The country is rich in 
copper, gold, coal and other min- 
eral deposits, thousands of miles 
of potential farm land and valu- 
able timber growths. 

Nyasaland, smallest of the three 
territories, is still mainly a sub- 
tropical . wilderness. It adjoins 
Northern Rhodesia. 

There has been talk of federa- 
tion ever since Southern Rhodesia 
became a self-governing colony in 
1923. The main stumbling block 
to: union has been the “native 
problem.” The White minority in 
Southern Rhodesia maintains re- 
strictive policies toward the Afri- 
cans.

Parliament included 
rightist fanatics and assassins and 
some Japanese puppets, as. well 
as a majority of liberal patriots, 
But in wiping out the republic, 
the Dutch destroyed the middle 
ground on which Britain, beset by 
Communist difficulties in Malaya, 
had hoped to stand. The creation 
of a pan-Asiatic native front 
against- Communism, ardently de- 
sired by the United States, 
Britain, Australia and India, is 
brutally sabotaged, if not ren- 
dered impossible. 

For Americans there is an es- 
pecial irony in the fact that $359,- 
000,000 of Marshall plan funds 
have already been used to help 
Holland “fight Communism” in 
Europe. The same dollars, politi- 
cally unattached by the easy-going 
Americans, enable Holland to 
wipe out the enemies of Commu- 
nism in the Far East. The United 
States pays ‘double for opposing 
policies. : 

While agreeing that the stale 
mate of colonial war had be 
broken, the Dutch are themselves 
divided on the wisdom of their 
breach of the Wnited Nations 
truce. The Genera] Synod of The’ 
Netherland Reformed Church has 
protested that a Dutch coup by 
force would end by pushing the 
Indonesian patriots into “Stalinist 
revolutionary ideology.” | 

The erasure of the one tested 
anti-Communist native governe- 
ment in Southeast Asia causes une 
easiness, because it helps the Come 
munist drives in Burma and Indo- 


by subterfuge. The Dutch have 
also rescued the Communists from 
a hard dilemma. 

The Communists had been un- 
able to build their usual phony 
front of “resistance” because the 
severa] other parties of the re- 
public beat them to the draw.

In Burma, the Communists are 
striving for control by assassina- 
tion. In Indochina, the Vietname 
ese, under leadership of Ho-Chie 
minh, a former Comintern mem- 
ber, are fighting a _ revolution 
against the French. Vietnam is lib- 
erally laced with Communist 
agents, though it claims to be na- 
tionalist. 

Sacrificed an Ally. : 

In strangling the three-year-old 
republic at kindergarten age, the 
Dutch have cut their losses and 
cast off the costly tedium of deak 
ing with a fluid, half-educated re- 
public. They have given relief, if 
only temporary, to the iarge, 
weary “peace at any price” ele 
ment, white and brown. But to 
win their private war in the 
Indies, the Dutch have sacrificed 
the most formidable ally of thé 
whole west in a greater conflict. 

Having failed to come to terms 
with the Indonesian democrats—~ 
rough aS many are—the Dutch 
must now come to blows with the 
Indonesian Communists. Thus the 
Dutch have lost control: of the 
issues, which now belong to Mos-

The Fascinating Story 
Of the Last of the Incas 


a very clear picture of .the sort 
of person he was.

These letters substantiate the 
well-known story of the bitter- 
ness which’ developed between 
Poe and his foster-father. They 
authenticate the tales of his pov- 
erty and his occasional despera- 
Some of the letters give 
evidence of a. temporary, unbal- 
ance, by an almost incoherent 
emotional outpouring. But these 
letters are few and far between, 
and they give little satisfaction 
if one asks fundamental ques- 
tions about motives; most of the 
letters are straightforward busi- 
ness letters, written in line of 
Poe’s duty as editor of various 
magazines. If anything they 
show’ a good business sense 
which, had Poe been luckier, or 
differently endowed, might have 
made him a rich man. But lit- 
erature, even editing, was badly 
paid in the nineteenth century; 
and there are records of money 
borrowed and never repaid, of 
publishing ventures that never 
developed. Why? The letters 
themselves are not real answers. 


The simple fact seems to be 
that Poe seldom used his own 
life as a subject for letters. He 
exploited his adventures for pur- 
poses of entertaining his friends 
or recording his passing moods.

LOST CITY OF THE INCAS. THE 
STORY OF MACHU PICCHU AND 
ITS BUILDERS. By Hiram Bingham. 
Duell, Sloan and Pearce, 263 pgs.,

HE story of the legendary 
‘| smceens of the Aztecs and 

the Incas has fired the im- 
agination of man for centuries. 
The uncovering of their temples, 
palaces and cities has revealed 
to the world an unsuspected bril- 
liant page of the record of man’s 
achievement. But behind the un- 
covering lies the legend of the 
exploration of the lands of the 
Mayas and Incas, a legend as 
thrilling as any known to man. 
A few months ago the Maya ex- 
plorer John Lioyd Stephens and 
his achievement were admirably 
brought to the attention of the 
reading public (““Maya Explorer. 
John Lioyd Stephens and the 
Lost Cities of Central America. 
and Yucatan,’ by Victor Wolf- 


ent volume one of the most 
striking events in the annals of 
archaeological research is nar- 
rated by the lucky explorer. 

Fate has played the role of | 
the fairy godmother to the arch- 
aedlogist in his effort to reveal 
the most brilliant aboriginal cul- | 
tures of the New World. For it 
was the native gatherers of 
chicle, the milky juice of the 
sabotilla tree used for the mak- 
ing of chewing gum,.in the jun- 
gies of Guatemala, and the treas- 
ure hunters of the uplands of 
Peru, that brought to the atten- 
tion of the scholar most of the 
ruins of that world. Indeed, the 
Peruvian remains of the Incas 
were well known ever since 
Pizarro and his Conquistadores 
captured the capital city of the

Now, Five Years Later, Kenneth 
Cheatham, 19-Year-Old Illinois Boy, 
Is Acclaimed Star Farmer of Amer- 
ica—A Story of Youthful Enterprise

ENNETH LEWAYNE 
K CHEATHAM is only 19 years 

old but he is the Star Farmer 
of America, so designated and 
acclaimed at the annual conven- 
tion of the Future Farmers of 
America held recently at Kansas 
City. No longer is he a Future 
Farmer. He has arrived. Out in 
Pleasant Mound township he is a 
farmer on his own, full-fledged 
and firmly established in a com- 
munity where good farms are the 
rule, none better than his. 

Out of .a broken home came 
Kenneth Cheatham, for his par- 
ents separated when he was 2 
years old. If he had -become a 
delinquent, nobody would have 
been surprised, for it is out of 
broken homes that delinquents 
come, but Ken wasn’t that kind 
of a boy. 


For one thing he had grand- 
parents out on the farm and they 
saw to it that he got the right 
bringing up. With Granddad and 
Grandma on his side he made his 
start, when he was 14 years old, 
with a pure-bred O.LC, gilt that 
he bought from a breeder for $20. 
That pig, plus the energy and 
enterprise of an American boy, 
laid the foundation for the fame 
that came to Kenneth Cheatham 
and-the measure of fortune that 
he has gained at the age of 19. 


O.1.C. as any stockman will ex- 
plain, stands for Ohio Improved 
Chester, which in turn stands for 
quality among hogs, something 
like what, among humans, is 
called aristocracy. Kenneth Cheat- 
ham knew a hog aristocrat when 
he saw one, for he had learned on 
the farm and at school that there 
are differences in hogs and the 
only ones worth bothering with 
are the best. That was why he 
was willing to pay, with the $20 
that he had saved up, for an O.I.C. 
gilt. He had made his first in- 
vestment in quality. Thereafter he 
made quality his rule and that is 
how he became the Star Farmer 
of America, 
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FRAMED picture of that gilt, 

born to royalty with the regis- 

tered name of Sunshine Prin- 
cess hangs on the wall at the 
home of Granddad and Grandma 
Cheatham with Kenneth proudly 
posing with the Princess. The 
Princess proved her royalty by 
farrowing 10 pigs and five of them 
were gilts. The young breeder 
kept the gilts and was on his way 
to a herd of purebred Ohio Im- 
proved Chesters, the first in Bond 
County 4-H Club. 


Sunshine Princess and her pro- 
geny were high-grade show hogs. 
While Kenneth was racing through 
high school, doing a four-year 
course in three under the tutelage 
of Carl 8. Brock as his v@®ational 
agriculture teacher, his hogs were 
shown in both F. F. A. and open 
classes and they brought home the 
bacon. It» was quite the usual 
thing for them to win. champion- 
ships, such as champjon boar and 
sow at the DuQuoin State Fair, 
junior champion sow at the 
Springfield State Fair and grand 
champion boar of the State oO. I. C. 
Association at the Taylorville 
County Fair. It was so usual that 
at eight county fairs he had the 
sow championship seven times. 


It was by such hogmanship that 
Kenneth Cheatham, in the fall of 
1946, was able to go to the School 
of Agriculture at the University 
of Illinois. “By that time he had 
almost 100 of the finest O. I. Cs 
to be found anywhere. It was a 
good time to sell. Kenneth. sold 
all of them except one herd boar 
that he would need when he came 
out of school to start another 


herd. ; ‘ : 
By that time the boy’ had a good 
start in dairy cattle, He had be- 


for $254. When it came time to 
go to the university he turned his 
five cows over to his grandfather 
and. off he went to school with 
his hog money in his pockets. 


Maybe he had enough to see him 
through, but he was not one to 
use up all his capital. There were 
jobs to be: had and Kenneth put 
in for the position of dishwasher 
at a fraternity house. The frater- 
nity was Alpha Gamma Rho. The 
brothers liked the way he washed 
dishes and admitted him to mem- 
bership. At odd hours he also 
worked at a filling station. But 
after three semesters, his grand- 
father, J. L. Cheatham, became 
partially incapacitated from an old 
injury and was unAble to carry on. 
It meant that unless Kenneth 
came home he would.have to dis- 
pose of the farm, That to Ken- 
a was unthinkable, He came 

ome. 
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O this day Grandma Cheatham, 

when she speaks about Ken- 
™ neth, mentions, as the mark of 
his merit, that when Grandfather 
couldn’t work he came home from 
the university to help. 

Her idea is that it was a shame 
that Kenneth couldn’t finish at 
the university, but he doesn’t feel 
that way about it. He hated to 
give it up, of course, but it was 
never a hardship for him to come 
back to the farm. That was so 
when he was a little fellow living 
with his mother at Alton. He could 
hardly wait until the end of school 
to get back with Granddad and 
Grandma on the farm, for that 
was where he liked best to be and 
where he belonged. Even then 
Granddad was bringing him up 


to be a farmer, giving him calves | 


that he could not only call his 
own but were his own in fact, 
supplying an incentive though 
none was really needed, for Ken- 
neth was a natural-born farmer. 

Even before he went away to 
the university, Kenneth had been 
a dirt farmer on 40 rented acres 
a mile west of Granddad’s farm, 
planting soybeans for his first 
crop. The beans came up and 
gave promise of yielding well. 
Almost every evening Kenneth 
went over to see how the plants 
were growing and rejoice that 
they were doing so well. 

Then one evening he went to see 
and the ground was bare. Grass- 
hoppers in a single day had de- 


stroyed his first crop. It nearly. 


broke his heart, but. his Granddad 
told him that a farmer had to ex- 
pect things like that once in a 
while and, so encouraged, Kenneth 
got a grip on himself and faced 
the future unafraid, After all, as 
he figured it, he was only out 
his seed and labor.

interest in the effect of the illegal kill on the size of the deer 
herd. I believe the answer to hunting success depends in some 
degree upon the hunters. Certainly it will pay next year to 
plan to hunt more carefully.

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First comes the matter of camp gear, clothing and 
guns. Granted there are some experienced campers in 
the woods, consider what it takes to live outdoors com- 
fortably in December, A water-tight tent of good size, 
and equipped with a camp stove; and a bedroll with 
plenty of blankets, a down quilt, and an air mattress 
or cot for comfort. Heavy clothing which starts with 
woolen underwear and includes a spare in case of rain. 
(As many shots are lost by half-frozen hunters unable 
to sit or stand still on their crossings as from any other 
cause.) A grub list carefully prepared, an adequate 
cook kit, a man-sized ax, plenty of rope and a few 
spikes, a gas lantern for breakfasts and suppers cooked 
in the dark. ‘ 
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@ AS FOR FIREARMS, I RATE THESE far higher in im- & 
portance than the commission or many sportsmen seem to do. & 
Hunters have said to me since the season, “You can bet that © 


next year I'm going to have a gun that will stop my buck in 


its tracks.” The fact is there are too many Spanish-American : 


War rifles still going into the deer woods, with shot-out bar- 
rels that won’t make a 12-inch group at 36 yards. There are 


too many .25-20s with their tiny 60-grain bullets which don’t : 


have weight to bore through the brush nor foot-pounds of 
energy to down a buck. 


‘There are too many of the .30 caliber semi-automatic car- ‘ 
bines, issued during the war in lieu of pistols for close com- & 


‘bat work and inaccurate at ranges over 50 yards. 

The ability of a white-tail to carry lead and keep going is 
_@mazing and we heard of deer being shot five times and more 
« before they were downed. Far worse are those others which 
reach the refuge fences to die inside—or are found dead in 
the woods after the season is over. No hunter wants these 
things to happen; they turn the sport into butchery, besides 
cutting the chances of bringing home a buck.

_@ ANY EXPERIENCED DEER HUNTER who knows some- 
thing about ballistics can give a solution for this situation. 
He knows that in the hands of a dead shot and an expert 
woodsman, even a .22 caliber rifle can kill a deer. He also 
knows that for the average deer hunter under Missouri hunt- 
- dng conditions, the use of such arms is little short of criminal. 


He would set up these limitations: That the use of any cart- - 


ridge weighing less than 100 grains‘and with a striking power 
of less than 1000 foot pounds at 100 yards would be declared 
illegal in the deer woods. 

These specifications are not perfect. But they woyld rule 
out guns that do not have killing power for the job at hand, 
while still allowing the use of rifles such as the .250 Savage 

and .270 Winchester with their heaviest loads.

EXPERIENCED HUNTERS AND GUIDES who have writ- 
ten recently of deer hunting invariably recommend large cali- 
ber guns and heavy bullets as the sporting arms for white-

velocity. Eimer Keith’s favorites are a 800 grain bullet in .875 
caliber and his feather-weight .45-70 with bullet of 405 grains. 
In other rifles which he recommends such as the .30-06, 
30-40 Winchester and .35 Remington, he advises always the 
use of 200 or 220 grain bullets. And this advice is based on 
large numbers of deer which Keith has killed or seen killed, 
The only conclusion for any sportsman to make, even though 
he may have at some time killed a deer with a nickel-plated 
.22 pistol, is that if you can’t get a rifle adequate for the job, 
by all means buy a box of rifled slugs for your shotgun.

@ MY NEXT SUGGESTION GOES TO the commission. Why 
couldn't we have the Field Service men, Protective Agents, 
District Foresters and United States Forest Rangers scout out 
a thousand good sites for deer camps in the timber country,

_ ‘which be reached by car? These sites could be marked and 
trails blazed to them. Locations could then be turned over to

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Johnny Torrio, Father of the Modern Gang, Believed 
Rival Mobs Could Make Mo ney Without Fighting Each 
Other—And He Was Ready to Kill to Prove His Point

OHNNY TORRIO, the busi- 
Jess ‘man hoodlum, was the 

father of modern American 
gangsterdom. Torrio was the 
original exponent of “leave us cut 
out the shooting, boys, there's 
enough here for everybody. 
Johnny backed his irrefutable 
logic with the spitting. guns of his 
cruel trigger-men and thus in- 
flicted his theory of “spheres of 
influence” or “territories” upon 
the wolfpacks of the Chicago 
underworld. Some underworld 
kingpins found Johnny's theory 
acceptable and went along. Oth- 
ers argued against inequities, but 
they too went along, or died. In 
time every city in America where 
gangsters flourish adopted the 
Torrio policy of “territorial as- 
signment.” 

Torrio’s territories did not elim-~- 
inate shooting, of course. Human 
greed caused occasional infringe- 
ments and necessitated immediate 
and ruthless discipline. The par- 
allel between Torrio’s territorial 
system and modern diplomacy and 
warfare is too deadly to dismiss. 
There were border incidents, re- 
prisals, and treaties. In common 
with so many treaties, gangster 
agreements were subject to change 
without notice if either party felt 
himself strong enough to repudi- 


ate. 

In addition to territorial align- 
ment, Torrio made another intro-, 
duction, this in the person of Al- 
phonse Capone, whom Torrio took 
off a beer truck. Capone became 
master of Chicago only ‘when 
Johnny’s good sense told him to 
turn the scepter over to Scarface 


Al. . 

Al did not chase Torrio out of 
Chicago and he was subservient to 
Torrio until Johnny got shot up 
by rival gangsters and decided to 
retire while he was still ahead. 
Once Johnny quit Chicago it took 
a United States subpena to get 
him back. + 

Johnny was born in Naples, 
Italy, and brought to Brooklyn 
when he was two years old. He 
was raised in Brooklyn’s notorious 
Red Hook sectioi. When he was 
24—in 1906—he was working in a 
Saloon. He soon owned and ran 
the saloon and maintained a deep 
interest in the prize-fighting in- 
dustry from whence he gathered 
extra income by managing young 
fighters. 

> ® 


T ORRIO’S interest in young 
prize fighters has a parallel in 
modern big-time gangster tac- 
tics. The prize-fight business of 
today is filled with gangsters who 
“muscle” in on legitimate man- 
agers. This muscle is predicated 
on the fact that the mobsters have 
already gained the reluctant, or 
enthusiastic, partnership of many 
of the big-time promoters. As the 
result of this promoter-gangster 
alliance, the manager is helpless 
to withstand the hoodlum’s de- 
mands to share in the manager- 
ship of a young boxer. If the 
manager rebels he may possibly 
get his head split open. He will 
certainly get no engagements from 
the promoters. So, faced with 
physical violence or starvation, the 
manager succumbs. 

The modern racketeer has little 
interest in the comparatively small 
purses a fighter earns. But, con- 
trolling the young man’s bread 
and butter, the mobster is in a 
position to force the youngsters to 
“take a dive.” Knowing in ad- 
vance that a fighter is going to 
lose permits the mobsters to make 
huge bets without risk. And, as 
the bets are cash transactions, the 
mobster feels he is free of the 
danger of income-tax investigation. 
As this is written, this income-tax 
evasion dodge is working per- 
fectly. 

Torrio’s uncle, Big Jim Colisimo, 
was in the saloon business in Chi- 
cago and dabbled in houses of ill 
fame on the side. He asked his 
nephew to abandon the prize-ring 
trade and join him as an execu- 
tive in his Chicago enterprises. 
This Torrio did in 1910. Torrio 
soon imported Capone from Brook- 
lyn to do odd jobs. 

Torrio remained in partnership 
with Colisimo but branched out, 
By 1919 Chicago cigar stores were 
turning over their back rooms to 
Torrio-operated gambling dumps. 
Capone was personnel director of 
these enterprises. In 1920, Big Jim 
Colisimo was murdered in one of 
his own places. Capone was one 
of Jim’s bodyguards and, it is gen- 
erally believed, Jim’s murderer, In 
any event, the departure of Jim 
left Torrio in command of the 
South Side of Chicago. 
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HE old stand-bys, gambling 
dumps and prostitution, were 
" now taking a back seat to the 
money-coining potentialities inher- 
ent in the prohibition laws. The 
beer and the bad whisky were 
piling up the millions and the gen- 
tlemen who peddled these necessi- 
ties were shooting their rivals and 
customers with shocking abandon, 
In 1924 Torrio got some of the 
big boys together and explained 
his theory of territorial operations. 
It would do the businessman- 
gangster an injustice to 
that he brought reason and logic 
to Chicago bloodshed .by mere per- 
suasion. It does not seem that 
Torrio did any shooting himself, 
but he had no compunctions about 
having some done whenever neces- 
sary. When Johnny joined his 
uncle, Big Jim Colisimo, he found 
Big Jim plagued by the blood- 
thirsty Mafia, or “Black Hand,” 
which was as feared in New York, 
Chicago, San Francisco, and other 
cities with large Italian popula- 
tions as it was back -in Sicily. 
Johnny never reduced the Black 
Hand to extinction but his 
shot the’ ts out of the top 
of the underworld. Typical 
of Torrio’s ‘talents was the even- 
tual subservient alignment of the 
tempestutous Mafia ! 


: killers with 
Torrio’s gang, . 
Torrio found it expedient to go 


into hiding when Colisimo was 
shot. The police thought Torrio 
might be in a position to explain 
why an old friend of his, Frankie 
Uale, had arrived in Chicago from 
Torrio’s native Brooklyn the day 
before Colisimo was killed. Uale, 
or, as he called himself, Yale, was 
the classic gangland executioner. 
He glorified in his reputation and 
always sneered, “I’m an _ under- 
taker,” whenever he was picked 
up, usually 48 hours after a gaudy 
hoodlum massacre. Uale had an 
alibi anent the Colisimo business. 
Said alibi was provided by mem- 
bers of Torrio’s inner circle. Al- 
though Uale still gets credit for 
shooting Colisimo, my information 
is that Capone did the job. 
Torrio’s rivals, or men who 
operated in areas that Torrio 
lusted. after, died in impressive 
numbers before Torrio introduced 
his theory of “spheres of influence,” 
or, as the lads called them, /‘ter- 
ritories.” “When he presented this 
novel idea he was introducing it 
in much the same manner that 
Hitler impressed upon the Aus- 
trians the joys that were inherent 
in Nazism. Torrio was the rank- 
ing “big shot” of Chicago and his 
only reason for attempting to cut 
down the general and widespread 
bloodshed was because his sound 
business-like mind told him that 
he, Torrio, would thereby make 
more money with less risk. He 
became undisputed Czar of Chi- 


cago. 
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ION O’BANION was. made 
pD boss of the North Side by 

Torrio. Dion was a_  sur- 
prisingly ‘well-liked man for one 
who had killed 25 people. He 
had no serious objections to Tor- 
rio’s rule but he had an abid- 
ing hatred for Capone. This was 
reciprocated fully. O’Banion 
pointed up his dislike for Capone 
by poaching on territory assigned 
to Scarface Al. 


O’Banion ran a flower shop on 
North State street and prospered 
greatly from the gangster-funeral 
business. It was said that Dion 
was rarely caught short of flowers 
after a spectacular murder. Three 
men walked into O’Banion’s place 
on November 10, 1924. Dion shook 
hands. with one and while his 
highly respected trigger finger 
was thus occupied the non-hand- 
shaking visitors emptied revolvers 
into O’Banion’s stomach. Dion 
was dead before he hit the ground, 
and before an hour’s time. the 
grapevine in Chicago was hurm- 
ming that O’Banion’s friends were 
going after the men who had 
ordered the murder of their pal. 
And they knew just whom to go 
after, too—Torrio and Capone. 
.O'Bartion ‘had been restive for 


it was time for action ‘when 
O’Banion sold one of his breweries 
to Capone arid Torrio for $500,000 
exactly 24 hours before the brew- 
ery was seized by Federal authori- 
ties. Tortio was arrested in the 
raid. When Johnny learned that 
O’Banion had prior knowledge of 
the raid he ordered O’Banion’s 
death. Mike Genna, one of the 
Terrible Genna Brothers, led the 
trio that mowed down Dion in his 
flower shop. 
“There has always been talk that 


Torrio lacked the physical cour- 
age some of his lieutenants dis- 
played, Torrio had enough courage 
to surround himself with body 
guards and attend the wake of 
O’Banion. O’Banion’s funeral, by 
the way, is still considered the 
most ornate of all the gangsters’ 
funerals. At the funeral was Hy- 
mie Weiss, O’Banion’s right-hand 
man and probably the toughest 
smart hoodlum that ever lived: It 
was Hymie who must lead the 
soldiers of vengearte against 
Torrio, Capote and their hench- 


men,

ESS than two months later, Al 
L tossed a big party for his wife 

at hishome. With the dawn Al 
saw a couple of waiters preparing 
to leave and offered them the use 
of his car and chauffeur to drive 
home. On the way the car was 
ambushed on Garfield avenue by 
Weiss and other loyal O’Banion 
followers. The chauffeur was in- 
jured but the waiters eS8caped. 
The ambush frightened Torrio, 
who went into hiding. Johnny had 
been arrested during the raid on 
the brewery he had bought from 
O’Banion. Trial on that arrest was 
a few days away and Torrio chose 
to plead guilty. He was happy 
with the nine-month sentence 
which would give Weiss’s guns a 
chance to cool or be cooled. Torrio 
was given four days to arrange 
his business affairs before going 
Pg safety and the comfort of 


The first day of the four was 
spent shopping. Torrio and his 
wife returned home in the late 
afternoon. As Johnny got out of 
his automobile, he saw a large 
Cadillac draw up alongside. He 
made a run for his door but he 
was cut down by a sawed-off shot- 
gun and an automatic pistol. He 
was rushed to the hospital with 


a shattered jaw and bullets in his _ 
neck and shoulders, The bullets 


had been smeared with garlic 
which made them poisonous, 

As Johnny lay unconscious in 
his hospital bed three cars of 
i; ngsters drew up in front of the 
hospital. The night superintendent 
saw the cortege and called the 


police in time to frighten Weiss’s 


thugs away from their effort to 
finish a job they had bungled. 
Capone set up guards around the 
hospital and moved into Torrio’s 
room to make sure no further at- 
tempts were made,

ORRIO asked to go to jail the 

minute he left the hospital. 
™- ‘When he was released from 
jail in October of 1925, he turned 
over his empire to Capone and got 
out of town, Thus was Al Capone 
made king of the Chicago under- 
world. He knew the Polish Weiss 
was a devout Catholic, so he set up 
a machine-gun nest on the second 
floor of a building near Holy 
Name Cathedral. Weiss was mur- 
dered from this ambush. 

Torrio traveled. He lolled away 
months in Honolylu and Florida. 
He dabbled in Florida real estate. 
Then he moved to New York,

fooled sharp-eved New York 
sleuths and the Federal invésti- 
gators who always kept up a pro- 
fessional interest in his affairs. 
Torrio had. become boss of the 
infamous “Big Séven,” a group of 
10 or a dozen loosely aligned thugs 
who controlled the liquor-distrib- 
uting rackets from Boston to 
Philadelphia. Evidently Johnny’s 
talents for organization had been 
sorely needed by these East Coast 
liquor barons. Or Torrio had con- 
vinced them that those talents were 


needed, or else—. In any event,. 


the personnel of the Big Seven 
was well and accurately reported 
in the press, but Torrio somehow 
managed to keep his membership 
unknown until our investigation 
smoked it out years after the de- 
mise of the Prohibition Law.

N May 25, 1935, a routine mes- 

sage went from our Alcohol 

Tax Unit agents in Washing- 
ton headquarters to the New 
York field office. The memoran- 
dum read: “This office has infor- 
mation to the effect that one John 
Torrio, alleged to be a notorious 
gangster during the - prohibition 
era, is now financially interested 
in the importing firm of Prender- 
gast and Davies Co. Ltd. New 
York City. This company is also 
a wholesale liquor dealer. A list of 
the officers has been secured from 
the Federal Alcohol Contro] Ad- 
ministration but fails to reveal this 
individual as of record. 


“This is furnished you for your 
information and such investigation 
as may be desirable.” 

The information had come from 
rival liquor dealers. a 

Special Investigators Carlos M. 
Bernstein and Andrew Hurley be- 
gan digging into-the affairs of 
Prendergast-Davies, the biggest 
wholesale liquor dealer in New 
York, City. Sam Borden, the gen- 
eral manager-of the firm, strug- 
gled thoughtfully over the name

at his office in New York. I saw 
him go to work this morning. His 
wife told me she was having pork 
chops for dinner tonight because 
Mr. Slockbower is very fond of 
them.” 

Bernstein and Hurley drove 
back to Prendergast-Davies and 
told Borden to get Slockbower on 
hand in two days, or else. While 
they were talking to Borden they 
saw a group of salesmen listening 
respectfully to a man as he lec- 
tured them on something. “Who's 
that guy?” Hurley asked Borden, 

“It’s J. T. McCarthy.” 

“What's he do here?”

What will happen in 1949 to pro- | 
duction, employment, income and | 
prices depends upon what happens 
to demands for goods and services, 
particularly consumer demands, ' 
Chester C. Davis, president of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. 


Louis, asserted in his outlook for 
the new year, appearing in the 
bank’s current Monthly Review. 

Pointing out that consumers, 
business, government and foreign 
trade are the four major segments 
of our economy creating demand, 
Davis declared that the year's 
“big question mark is consume: 
expenditures.” 

“In more and more lines de 
mand is catching up with suppl; 
at present prices,’ the banker said 
in the article. “If consumer in 
come is maintained and the in 
come distribution is held adequa « 
to sweep the market of consumer 
goods, consumer expenditures 
could move higher. 

‘Tf the income distribution be- 
comes such that consumer de 
mand turns downward, we might 
be in for trouble.” 

Effort to Keep Balance. 

This year, Davis asserted, sub- 
stantial efforts must be made to 
avoid further inflation and pre- 
vent sharp deflation, if the pres- 
ent balance of the country’s econ. 
omy is ‘to be‘retained on a high 
level and made less precarious. 

“This means,” he said, “that 
prospective ‘government expendi. 
tures must be screened carefuily. 
If they have to grow because of 
the tense international situation, 
the increase should be matched by 
increased tax revenues. | 

“This. means that labor must 

. @o-operate to increase produc- 
tivity and hold down demands 
for wage increases that freeze 
higher costs into the production 
process. If more people become 
priced out of the market, and de- 
mand at this price level turns 
downward, high cost rigidities 
bring price cut-backs and unem- 
ployment rather than price ad- 
justments. ‘ 

“This means that management 
must be forward looking in its 
cost-price policies so as to avoid 
this situation as far as possible. 
This means that agriculture must 
recognize that, while it needs a 
support program, that program 
cannot be sound if it produces 
the surpluses of the prewar era, 
or leads to sharp cut-backs in 
production. This means banks 
must YWontinue their co-operation 
to restrain unnecessary credit ex- 

fon that other financial 
also must recognize 
their responsibility in this field.”

Business demands are expected 
to fall off, Davis continued. Most 
postwar expansion projects are 
completed, and while business ex- 
penditures for new plants and 
equipment and residential con- 
struction will remain very high, 
they are not likely to equal those 
of 1948, he said. 

The banker said the country is 
in better balance as 1949 begins, 
but the balance has been achieved 
with rising prices more closely 
equalizing demand and supply. 

“This type of balance,” he said, 
“is at best precarious, for it all 
too often is achieved by pricing 
segments of the population out 
of the market. Whether we have 
done so this time in sufficient de- 
gree to produce a painful reac- 
tion later remains to be seen, The 
weakness in retail sales at yéar 
end has been interpreted by some 
as evidence that we have.” 

Inflationary Pressures. 

Looking back on business devel- 
opments of the last year, Davis 
appraised 1948 as a year of con- 
tinued inflationary pressure. 

“The greatest boom in our his- 
tory boomed louder throughout 
most of the year,” he said. “At 
times, however, it seemed to re- 
verberate a little off-key, and at 
year’s end its beat was a little 
less pronounced.”
